Question of Feedmg Is Most lmpord
tant In Economical Production :
of Pork.

For economical production of pork
with forage crops, the question of
feeding is one of the most, if not the
most, important consideration. The
best forage crops will do little more
than maintain swine. On the other
hand, it is apparent that if hogs are
getting a full feed of graln they
not make the best use of the forage.
The amount of grain to feed, then,
is a question of great importance.
From experimental work it has -been
determined that the greatest economy
of forage is brought abcut when one-

haif to two-thirds ¢ = full feed of
grain. Under crdinary conditions, this
would mean that the hogs should be
fed grain to the extent of two to three
per cent. of their live weight. In other
words, a shoat .weighing 100 pounds
would be fed two to three pounds of
grain per day. From gains made by
hogs so fed it has been calculated that
under average conditions a gain of
three-fourths of a pound per hundred
weight per day might be expected by
such feeding.

When forage is abundant and fresh
very little grain is required. On the
other hand, as the season advances
and the fcrage becomes less plentiful
it beccmes necossary to increase the
amennt ¢f grain to preduce the de-
